He's  constantly  bloviating 
about  his  sports  acumen  (harking  back 
to  his  days  as  a  "star"  athlete)  ana  offer¬ 
ing  unsolicited  advice  to  anyone  within 
earshot  as  to  what  he  would  nave  done  if 
he  had  been  the  coach.

Several  years  ago  a  school 
shooting  occurred  in  Pearl. 
I  remember  well  the  shock, 
grief,  and  anger  that  permeated 
our  community.  I  remember 
also  the  fear  that  gripped  my 
heart  as  it  did  for  so  many  other 
mothers  of  school-aged  chil¬ 
dren.  Just  a  few  days  after  that 
tragedy  as  I  prayed  for  my  chil¬ 
dren  one  morning,  the  cry  of 
my  heart  was,  "Oh  God,  is  there 
anything  that  I  can  give  to  my 
children,  any  lesson  I  can  teach 
to  them,  any  guidance  I  can 
provide  that  will  protect  them 
from  the  evil  in  this  world?" 

God's  answer  to  my  ques¬ 
tion  came  from  the  mouths  of 
my  own  children  as  I  drove 
them  to  school  later  that  morn¬ 
ing.  They  used  the  time  in  the 
car  to  review  verses  they  were 
memorizing  for  Bible  Drill.  I 
heard  my  younger  children 
quoting  Psalm  119:105  —  "Your 
Word  is  a  lamp  to  my  feet  and  a 
light  for  my  path,"  and  Isaiah 
40:8  —  "The  grass  withers  and 
the  flowers  fall  but  the  Word  of 
our  God  stands  forever."  My 
older  children  in  Youth  Bible 
Drill  were  learning  Hebrews 
4:12  —  "For  the  Word  of  God  is 
living  and  active.

the  full  armor  of  God  so  that 
you  can  take  your  stand  against 
the  devil's  schemes." 

Just  a  few  years  later,  in 
September,  2001,  another  of  "the 
devil's  schemes"  rocked  the 
peace  and  security  of  the  entire 
world.  At  that  time  two  of  my 
children  were  among  the  Youth 
Bible  Drill  students  learning 
Jesus'  words  in  John  16:33  —  'T 
have  told  you  these  things  so 
that  in  me  you  may  have  peace. 
In  this  world  you  will  have  trou¬ 
ble.  But  take  heart!  I  have  over¬ 
come  the  world." 

When  my  husband  and  I  vis¬ 
ited  our  son's  school  for  parents' 
weekend  a  couple  of  years  ago, 
one  of  the  teachers  there  sought 
us  out  during  the  parent-teacher 


conference  time.  He  called  us 
into  his  office  not  to  talk  about 
our  son's  academic  progress  but 
to  tell  us  how  respectea  our  son 
had  become  on  campus  for  his 
ability  to  defend  his  faith.  The 
teacher  noted  that  he  was  partic¬ 
ularly  remarkable  in  the  way  he 
always  used  memorized  Scrip¬ 
ture.  Later  we  told  our  son 
about  his  teacher's  comment 
and  his  response  was,  "What 
did  you  expect?  You  didn't  take 
me  to  Bible  Drill  all  those  years 
for  nothing,  did  you?" 

The  Disciplesnip  and  Family 
Ministry  Department  of  the 
Mississippi  Baptist  Convention 
Board  provides,  via  the  Bible 
Drill  program,  a  structure  which 
facilitates  effective  Scripture 
memorization  for  literally  thou- 


sands  of  children  and  youth  in 
our  state.  This  year  alone,  almost 
3,500  children  and  youth  partici¬ 
pated  in  Bible  Drill  in 
Mississippi.  One  hundred  eigh¬ 
teen  of  those  were  seniors  wno 
completed  nine  years  of  Bible 
Drill  participation.  Even  30  brave 
adults  took  on  the  challenge  and 
participated  in  adult  Bible  Drill. 

God  has  promised  that  the 
Scripture  they  have  learned, 
"will  not  return  to  me  empty, 
but  will  accomplish  what  I 
desire  and  achieve  the  purpose 
for  which  I  sent  it."  (Isaiah 
55:11).  Isn’t  it  awesome  to  think 
of  the  blessings  that  will  fall  on 
these  students  and  how  they 
will  be  used  as  a  vehicle  to  bless 
others  in  the  years  to  come?

August  15  begins  the  first  of  eight  courses  at  seven  locations 
in  Mississippi  sponsored  by  New  Orleans  Seminary  (NOBTS). 
These  courses  are  designed  to  provide  basic  training  for  bivoca- 
tional  music  directors  and  other  music  leaders  in  churches.  The 
eight  courses  are: 

•  Song  Leading.  •  Hymnology. 

•  Worship  Planning.  •  Music  Administration/Staff  Relations. 

•  Reading  Music:  Rhythm/Pitch.  •  Survey  of  Music  Resources. 

•  Reading  Music:  Harmony /Melody.  •  Class  Voice. 

The  eight  courses  meet  two  hours  per  week.  Each  course  is 
eight  weeks  in  length.  The  cycle  of  courses  is  scheduled  over  a 
two-year  period.

Nursery  Ministry 

I  thank  God  for  the  people 
who  work  in  the  church  nurs¬ 
ery  and  lovingly  take  care  of 
the  precious  children  entrust¬ 
ed  to  them.  It  is  rare  that  I  get 
to  the  nursery  area  and  even 
more  rare  that  I  work  in  the 
nursery  and  help  care  for  the 
children  during  the  worship 
time.  To  be  honest  with  you  it 
is  so  rare  that  it  has  never  even 
happened.  In  spite  of  that 
please  understand  that  it  is  sel¬ 
dom  that  I  am  at  a  worship  ser¬ 
vice  preaching  and  taking  part 
in  the  glorious  praise  ana  song 
time  that  I  am  not  mindful  jof 
the  women  and  men  w'ho  have 
the  kind  of  sweet  servant 
hearts  and  a  willingness  to 
take  care  of  the  children  while 
parents  come  to  worship.  The 
nursery  provides  a  ministry 
that  is  no  small  part  and  in 
fact,  it  is  a  huge  significant 
part  of  the  life  of  a  church. 

It  might  bp  good  for  me  to 
explain  that  I  am  aware  that 
we  are’  not  supposed  to  call  it 
the  nursery.  Some  years  ago  I 
was  told  that  it  is  not  just  a 
babysitting  experience,  and  I 
was  gently  reprimanded  when 
I  called  it  the  nursery.  It  is  a 
small  timeframe  and  a  win¬ 
dow  of  opportunity  for  babies, 
creepers,  and  toddlers  to  have 
a  healthy,  meaningful,  and 
spiritual  experience  where 
they  are  surrounded  with  love 
and  care  in  Jesus'  name  so  that 
as  they  grow  they  will  not  be 
traumatized  by  bad  experi¬ 
ences  and  shudder  to  think 
that  they  have  to  go  to  church 
when  they  grow  older.  It  is  the 
preschoof  area  and  these  chil¬ 
dren  are  receiving  genuine, 
positive,  and  uplifting  care 
that  will  shape  their  feelings, 
even  though  they  will  not 
remember  the  moments. 

I  am  confident  that  many 
people  come  to  know  the  Lord 
and  have  a  good  experience 
with  Him  and  a  wonderful 
living  relationship  with  the 
Lord  because- of  the  signifi-- 
cance  of  what  they  experience 
even  before  thev  are  old 
enough  to  remember  experi¬ 
encing  it.  You  may  think  that 
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Jim  Futral,  executive  director-treasurer 
Mississippi  Baptist  Convention  Board 


is  not  possible  but,  of  course, 
it  absolutely  is.  Think  about 
the  children  that  grow  up 
1  afraid  of  dogs  or  cats  simply 
because  as  a  youngster  a  dog 
lunged  at  them,  growled,  and 
traumatized  them  to  the  point 
that  wherj  they  grow  up  they 
continue  to  have  fears  of  the 
growls  and  lunges.  That  kind 
of  trauma  can  mark  their  life. 

Ministry  to  these  precious 
children  is  truly  ministry. 
Recently  I  was  the  guest 
preacher  at  a  church,  and  as  I 
stood  out  in  the  hall  waiting 
for  the  service  to  begin  I  savy  a 
lady  walk  over  to  the  window 
that  looked  into  the  bed  baby 
area  of  the  nursery.  She 
seemed  to  be  glued  to  what 
she  saw  and  was  almost  trans- 
iixed  as  she  watched  these  lit¬ 
tle  babies.  It  was  one  of  those 
two-way  mirrors  that  allow 
parents  to  check  on  their  chil¬ 
dren  and  grandparents  to  gaze 
at  their  grandchildren.  She  was 
drinking  it  in  and  was  paying 
no  attention  to  anyone,  espe¬ 
cially  me  so  I  walked  down  the 
hallway  about  15  steps  and 
came  alongside  of  her.  I  said, 
"Is  your  child  in  here?"  She 
was  an  older  lady  and  she 
turned  to  me  and  said,  "Mercy 
no!  1  have  long  since  not  had 
any  kids  in  here.  In  fact,  it  has 
been  so  long  my  kids'  kids 
aren't  even  in  here."  Now 
when  I  say  she  was  an  older 
lady  I  am  not  sure  how  old  she 
was,  but  I  am  fairly  sure  she 
was  over  50  and  somewhere 
under  90.  I  joined  her  in  the 
view  and  watched  as  several 
people  were  carefully  taking 
cart*  of  these  little  innocent 
children.  I  thought  what  a 
wonderful  ministry.  You  see 
the  childcare  ministry  is  a  min¬ 
istry  to  these  precious  little 


ones  before  they  can  ever  talk, 
walk,  sing,  toddle,  or  even 
pickup  something  to  rattle. 
They  are  being  touched  by  the 
love  of  Jesus  flowing  through 
the  hearts  and  the  hands  of 
these  caregivers.  They  will  not 
recall  any  of  the  facts  about  the 
care  they  receive,  but  some¬ 
thing  is  formed  in  their  little 
brains  and  beings  about  how 
people  care  for  you,  love  you, 
meet  your  needs,  and  protect 
you.  While  they  will  not 
remember  the  facts,  they  will 
carry  with  them  the  feelings 
that  come  from  such  a  mar¬ 
velous  experience. 

Beyond  that  the  nursery 
ministry  is  a  ministry  to  their 
parents.  How  many  times  have 
parents  come  to  a  church,  left 
their  children  in  a  preschool 
area,  and  returned  never  to 
return  again  because  they  did 
not  receive  loving  care.  I  truly 
believe  that  the  day  will  come 
in  heaven  when  we  will  know 
how  many  homes  were  saved, 
how  many  lives  were 
redeemed,  and  how  many  life¬ 
changing  moments  in  worship 
took  place  because  caring  indi¬ 
viduals  gave  their  best  caring 
for  little  children,  even  babies  as 
their  parents  met  with  the  Lord. 

I  also  believe  that  it  is  a 
ministry  to  Jesus  Himself. 
Truly  it  is  not  just  babvsifting. 
It  is  a  ministry  unto  the  Lora. 
It  was  Jesus  who  said,  "Suffer 
the  little  children  to  come 
unto  me  and  forbid  them  not 
for  of  such  is  the  kingdom  of 
heaven"  (Matthew  19:14). 
Jesus  loved  little  children,  and 
of  all  the  places  on  the  globe 
where  little  children  should,- 
have  gracious  and  meaningful 
touches  in  their  life  it  should 
be  at  the  house  of  God.  Once 
Jesus  said,  "When  ye  have 


done  it  into  the  least  of  these 
my  brethren  you  have  done  it 
unto  me."  I  believe  nursery 
ministry  could  be  included. 

So  the  bottom-line  is  if  you 
want  to  be  a  blessing  to  some 
precious  soul  in  the  sight  of 
the  Lord,  to  their  parents,  and 
to  the  Lord  Himself  make 
yourself  available  and  become 
a  part  of  this  ministry.  If  you 
are  already  in  ministries  that 
keep  you  from  serving,  then 
please  pray  for  those  who  do 
serve.  Thank  them  and 
encourage  them  in  their  work. 

If  you  do  have  opportunity  to 
serve  then  do  it.  I  have  heard 
parents  of  young  children  say, 
"Well  I  have  them  all  week 
long,  and  I  do  not  want  to 
come  to  church  and  keep  them 
and  others  again."  I  have 
heard  older,  more  mature 
saints  say  such  things  as,  "I 
have  paid  my  dues,  and  I  am 
not  going  to  spend  any  more 
time  in  caring  for  those  chil¬ 
dren."  I  can  understand  that 
too,  but  here  is  a  fact.  You  may 
be  needed,  God  can  use  you, 
and  you  can  be  a  blessing.  If 
you  serve  with  the  right  spirit 
and  a  Christ-like  view,  I 
promise  that  you  will  receive 
blessing  after  blessing. 

I  do  not  know  how  old  I  was, 
but  I  still  remember  the  first 
time  my  parents  took  me  to  a 
church  to  leave  me  in  a  nursery. 

I  did  not  know  the  people.  It 
was  new,  different,  frightening, 
and  unpleasant  to  me.  I  also 
remember  later  in  the  day 
when  my  parents  came  to  pick 
me  up,  I  did  not  want  to  leave, 
and  I  got  upset  because  I  had  to 
go  with  my  parents.  I  suppose 
some  of  that  was  just  childish¬ 
ness,  but  some  of  it  was 
because  of  the  good  experience 
I  had  and  the  sweet  people  that 
cared  for  me.  It  was  in  that 
church  that  my  mother  and  dad 
found  their  way  in  the  Lord, 
and  it  was  in  that  church  that 
my  dacj  heard  and  responded 
to  God's  call  to  preach.  Nursery 
ministry  does  make  a  differ- 
;  ence-in  peopleVlives. . -

Once  and  Future  Life 

2  Corinthians  4:16-5:10 


My  hometown  is  quite  near 
the  Atlantic  coast,  so  I  yearn 
for  the  ocean.  I  need  to  be 
there  once  in  a  while.  Even 
people  who've  never  seen  the 
sea  al^o  look  forward  to  their 
first  trip  there.  Our  unit  this 
mohth  asks  the  question, 
"After  This,  Then  what?"  In 
our  Scripture  passage  for  this 
week,  Paul  answers  this  ques¬ 
tion  about  life  after  this  life 
with  glorious  assurances 
about  our  eternal  future  in 
Christ.  He  helps  us  yearn  for 
a  place  we've  never  seen. 

Recognize  that  Death  Is  Not 
the  End  (4:16-18)  —  Contextual 
clues  may  assist  us  in  under¬ 
standing  this  week's  passage.  A 
certain  -stream  of  Jewish 
thought  taught  that  blessings  in 
a  person's  life  indicated  God's 
favor  and  suffering  indicated 


God's  displeasure. 

(Think  of  Job's  "com¬ 
forters"  and  the  ques-  _ 

tion  of  Jesus'  disciples  Koyce 

about  the  man  bom  mind,  John 
9:1.)  Paul  may  have  had  to  deal 
with  Christians  who  looked 
down  on  him  because  of  his 
suffering  for  Christ;  perhaps 
they  regarded  these  sufferings 
as  indicative  of  God's  reproach. 
Perhaps  some  Corinthian 
Christians  did  not  understand 
Paul's  suffering  because  they 
did  not  share  it.  Even  if  Paul's 


mention  but  hard  to 
do  and  keep  on  doing: 
1.  Recognize  the  reali¬ 
ty  of  your  own  suffer¬ 
ing.  Paul  knew  his 
physical  body  was 
''being  destroyed."  2. 
Count  on  God  to  keep 
on  renewing  your 
spirit.  3.  Put  the  suf¬ 
fering  in  perspective. 
It  is  temporal,  and 
though  it  ^can  be  very  bad 
indeed,  it  does  not  compare  to 
the  "absolutely  eternal 
weight  of  glory"  to  come.  4. 
Look  for  something  good  the 
suffering  is  producing.  Paul 
saw  his  suffering  as  "produc¬ 
ing"  the  eternal  glory  to 
which  he  had  referred.  5. 
Focus  on  the  eternal,  spiritual 
to  come,  rather  than  on 


primary  motivation  in  writing 
these  verses  was  to  justify  his 
suffering  as  Christ's  servant, 
we  also  benefit  because  his 
faithful  perspective  helps  us 
endure  wnen  we  encounter  suf¬ 
fering  of  our  own. 

Paul's  principles  for  endur¬ 
ing  suffering  are  simple  to 


tile  present  suffering. 

Yearn  for  Something  Better 
(5:1-5)  —  I  did  a  lot  of  camping 
as  a  child.  My  family  had  a  lot  of 
fascinating  adventures  in  that 
leaky  old  camper.  Yet,  no  matter 
how  interesting  our  experiences 
were,  we  were  never  sorry  to  get 
out  of  the  tent  pop-up  trailer 


and  into  our  real,  stationary 
house.  Our  traveling  lives  on 
earth  are  full  of  experiences, 
some  good,  some  baa,  but  they 
are  all  temporary.  On  earth,  we 
are  living  in  tents.  No  matter 
how  good  our  lives  are  now,  our 
camping  lives  here  do  not  com¬ 
pare  witn  the  lives  we  will  know 
forever  in  God's  eternal  pres¬ 
ence.  Paul  was  yearning,  or 
groaning,  for  his  new  home, 
where  he  knew  he  would  never 
be  "naked,"  perhaps  a  reference 
to  the  state  of  being  ashamed 
and  without  excuse  in  God's 
judging  presence.  In  the  life  to 
come,  our  present  mortality  will 
be  "swallowed  up  by  life/'  The 
down  payment  on  tnis  wonder¬ 
ful  gift  is  the  presence  today  of 
the  Holy  Spirit  within  us.  Some 
/•ill  s 


day  we  will  stand  joyfully  in  our 
gloriously  resurrected  bodies  in 
me  presence  of  Christ. 

Prepare  for  Death  (5:6-10)  — 
Paul  declared  that  he  was  con¬ 
tent  to  walk  by  faith,  not  sight,  in 
the  present  world  and  that  he 
was  also  "confident  and  satis¬ 
fied"  to  leave  his  present  body 
and  live  "at  home  with  the 


Lord."  Either  on  earth  or  in 
heaven,  he  aimed  to  please 
Christ,  recognizing  that  all  of  us 
must  "appear  before  the  judg¬ 
ment  seat  of  Christ"  where  our 
works  on  earth  will  be  "repaid," 
whether  "good  or  bad."  Of 
course,  a  Christian's  salvation  is 
never  in  any  doubt.  Remember, 
these  words  were  written  by  the 
apostle  of  salvation  by  grace 
through  faith  in  Jesus  Christ. 
The  verse  does  remind  us  of  the 
way  we  should  live  as  we  yearn 
for  our  new  life  in  God's  home. 
Along  with  Emily  Dickinson,  we 
can  "see"  the  heavenly  "sea." 

I  never  saw  a  moor, 

I  never  saw  the  sea; 

Yet  know  I  how  the  heather  looks, 
And  what  a  wave  must  be. 

I  never  spoke  with  God, 

Nor  visited  in  heaven; 

Yet  certain  am  I  of  the  spot 
As  if  the  chart  were  given.
